CIC Opener 

Southwestern college, the darkhorse last year in the Central 
Interconegiate conference race, is anxious to regain at least the 
runner-up spot it won last season. .Last year So ucn western sur- 
pnseu tJie league by dropping port Hays state 7-0 in the comer- 
ence opener, beemmgiy unstoppable, the Mound builders went 
on to aown Emporia State 13-6 and then — in giant-killer fashion 
— took the league-leaumg St Benedict's 15-0. A 14- lid set-back 
by Washburn and a 7-7 tie with .Pittsburg State gave the ’Builders 
a second-place tie with Pittsburg behind the comerence champion 
St. Beneuict’s. In three games this fall Southwestern has a 1-2 
total. 

The Fort Hays State Tigers have just one direction to go 
this year after holding down the cellar spot last season with a 

0- 5 league record. And Wayne McConnell’s gridmen are eager 
for the climb. In their first two games — repeats from last sea- 
son’s schedule — the Tigers equaled their 1956 win-loss record of 

1- 1. A tough Kearney, Nebraska squad racked up its twelfth 
straight victory with a 27-0 score over Fort Hays State in the 
Tigers’ opener last month. The Tiger defense, however, looked 
much better than the score indicated. Last year the Nebraskans 
downed Fort Hays 18-6. Offensively, Fort Hays State wouldn’t 
be stopped in its second contest with Northwest Missouri State 
at Maryville. The Tigers scored 40 points to win, but their de- 
fense was spotty as they allowed the losers 27. In 1956 Fort Hays 
State downed Northwest Missouri 19-13. 

The Tigers have experienced trouble in their pass defense 
this fall, meeting passing threats in the first three contests. 
Coach McConnell hopes to combine his team’s offensive and de- 
fensive abilities displayed in earlier contests with an effective 
pass defense in tonght’s important conference opener.

CROSS COUNTRY : The Tiger distance runners started their 
1957 season yesterday, traveling to Stillwater, Okla., for a meet 
with Oklahoma State University, Emporia State College, Pitts- 
burg State College and Wichita University. Alex Francis, head 
track mentor, coaches the cross country team. The Tigers were 
runners-up in both the CIC and the NAIA meets last year. 

GYMNASTICS: This sport, along with swimming, cross country 
and wrestling was inaugurated last year. Gymnastics practice 
is under way for the rugged competition which lies ahead. Since 
no other CIC school participates in the sport, Fort Hays State 
must seek foes in the Big Eight. A1 Dunavan and Ed McNeil 
coach the Tiger gymnasts. 

SWIMMING: Tiger tankmen started training last week. The 
Fort Hays State swimmers will be defending the CIC champion- 
ship they earned in their first season last year. Dr. LeRoy Har- 
per, head of the college’s physical education department, coaches 
swimming. 

WRESTLING: Practice is scheduled to start November 1 for 
the Tiger matmen. Coach Don Shaw, graduate assistant instruc- 
tor, already has some men working out on their own. The Tigers 
meet no CIC wrestlers, but find competition from out-of-state 
schools. Last season the matmen finished with a 6-1 record and 
three firsts at the Missouri Valley AAU meet. 


Junior Varsity 

The Fort Hays State junior Tigers went into this week with 
a 1-0-1 record and an unofficial CIC crown. In the only B game 
played in the Central conference, Fort Hays State downed Em- 
poria State 21-6 at Emporia Sept. 25. Last week the junior var- 
sity played the Kearney, Nebraska B squad to a 7-7 tie. John 
Baker, graduate assistant instructor, coaches the junior Tigers.
